The Chinese, fleeing northward and 
westward, were completely demoral- 
ized, the enemy said, 
pursued them.

KEPT FOR AMERICANS 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—(4)— 
The house acted quickly today to keep 
alien fingers from dipping into the 


fund congress intended to stimulate 


American shipping. 
With less than an hour's debate, 
and by a 70-to-58 vote, it approved 


a 100-word amendment to the pend- 
ing treasury-postoffice appropriation 
bill designed to preserve ocean mail 
contracts for American-owned vessels. 

It would forbid the postoffice de- 
partment to spend any money on 
ocean mail contracts granted after to- 
day to individuals or groups affil- 
iated with operators of foreign flag 
vessels. 

The same prohibition would attach 
to concerns or individuals who op- 
erate American vessels but who act 
as agents or charterers of foreign 
flag shops. No ocean mail subsidies, 
of course, could be granted directly 
to foreign flag vessels.

Mr. Peterson also wrote regarding 
the speech to Jack Williams, editor 
of the Waycross Journal-Herald, pres- 
ident of the Georgia Press Associa- 
tion; Hal Stanley, of Atlanta, secre- 
tary of the association, and to W. D. 


Anderson, of Macon, chairman of the 


hoard of regents of the University of 
Georgia. 

In his letter to the governor he 
Asked that the governor bring the 
letter to the attention of the board 


.of regents “and have proper action 


taken to correct this propaganda, 
which is false, contrary to facts and 
aun insult to the honor and integrity 
of eur people.” 

The. Monitor's editor charged that 
“this propaganda is sponsored. by the 
State university, which is supported 
by the taxpayers of Montgomery and 
other counties of the state.” 

In his address Mr. Milton said evi- 
fence had been found indicating a 

likelihood of lynchings in 


hunger and of heartbreak.” He said 
a negro politician had been slain at 
-\iley, in Montgomery county, and 
that although “there was some ques- 
tion” whether it was a murder or a 
Iynching, the question. “does not in- 
terfere with the economic analysis.” 


From a report of an investigator 
of the southern commission on the 
study of lynching, he quoted: ‘“ “The 
poor whites of Montgomery and sur- 


reunding counties are poor indeed. | 


They are emaciated looking and they, 
with their wives and children, grow 
old while young. Mothérs with sunk- 
en chests and practically 
little babies in arms with scabs on 
their heads and running sores about 
their ears, boys chewing tobacco be- 
fore they are half grown and girls 
staring and popping their gum, and 
men, women and children with dirty 
elothes and unkempt persons seething 
fatalism and pessimism are to be 
seen on every hand. There is much of 
frontier in this part of Georgia. with 
the virility of the frontier lacking.’ ” 
he Chattanooga editor said solu- 
tion of the lynching problem calls for 
quickening of the machinery of the 
law to prevent threatened lynchings 
and when they are not prevented to 
punish their petrators. He said 
the more important phase of the prob- 
lem is to reorganize the social view- 
point of the south. 
This. he added, “involves substitut- 


*¢ ing satisfaction and contentment for 


hunger and heart-break in such places 
as Ocilla, Ailey and Darien.” 

In his letter to Mr. Williams, Mr. 
Peterson demanded that the president 
bring this matter “to the immediate 
attention of the association and take 
proper action to correct this propa- 
ganda, which is false. contrary te 
facts and an insult to the honor and 
integrity of our people.”

MACON Ga., March 1.—(4)—The 
following statement was* given the 
Macon Telegraph by George Fort 
Milton : 

“Your wire “received. The descrip- 
tion-of economic conditions in the 
Georgia cases referred to in my 
Athens. speech was taken fsom de- 
tailed case studies of those lynchings, 
made to the southern commission on 
the study of lynching by our trained 
staff investigators. have thorough 
confidence in the factual accuracy of 
what they reported. For further de- 
tails, you may see Dr. W. W. Alex- 
ander, director of the commission on 
interrracial co-operation, Standard 
building, Atlanta. 

“The conditions described in the 
Georgia counties in which lynchings 
occurred can, of course, be paralleled 
in most of the communities in which 
lynchings occurred in other states in 
1930. at there is a close relation- 
ship between economic and social con- 
ditions and the occurrence of lynch- 
ings I have no doubt. 

“The lynching. of the negro, S. S. 
Mincey, in Montgomery county was 
an outrage. Of that there can be no 
doubt. If the citizens of the eounty 
in which the crime was committed 
wish to display their indignation let 
them display it against the perpe- 
trators -of the crime rather’ than 
against those who are seeking under- 
lying reasons for such breaches of laws 
of civil society in an effort to suggest 
ways and means to minimize their 
likelihood. 

“I do not wish either the Univer- 
sity of Georgia or the Georgia Press 
Association to feel embarrassed by 
statements which I make. If Geor- 
glans are not able to bear saying the 
truth none regrets it more than I do, 
for both my father and my mother 
were Georgia born and I have a real 
affection for the state. But I believe 
the truth should be and is of para- 
mount importance and the truth is 
that Georgia’s lynching record is a 
blot upon a fair name and one which 
really ‘patriotic Georgia citizens 
should wish removed.”

| prohibition rally- here tonight rropo- 
nents of federal prohibition have come 
to “a day of reckoning.” 

Mrs. Nicoll was one of two promi- 


nent speakers at the rally, sponsored 
by the executive committee of the 
Women’s Organization for National 
| Prohibition Reform, which is meeting 
'in this city. The other speaker was 
| Senator Millard E. Tydings, of Mary- 
land. 

| “In the history of every movement,” 
'Mrs. Nicoll said, “there comes a day 
of reckoning, a day when advocates 
j and proponents of the movement must 
| render an accounting, and laying aside 
rhetoric and theorizing, face the facts 
as they are, not as they would have 
them. It is in that situation that 
proponents of federal prohibition find 
themselves today.” 

Senator Tydings urged the “golden 
rule” he applied to the liquor prob- 
lem. He said the question could be 
settled on a state's right basis but 
the federal government failed 
it “attempted at one swoop to remove 
the liquor problem.” 

“Why not apply the golden rule 
to this question?” he asked. “All that 
the other states ask of South Caro- 
lina is the right to settle their own 
problems at home; if the people of 
South Carolina want prohibition I 
would be the last to stand in their 
war. 

“T repeat that it is not a question 
of liquor or no liquor. It is a ques- 
tion of whether we want the state or 
the national government to solve the 
problem. The national government 
has had the opportunity for 11 years, 
and it has made an utter failure.” 

Mrs. Nicoll said the five unfilled 
promises of prohibition were: 

“Closing of 150,000 saloons; drunk- 
enness reduced by half; crime reduced 
by half; cleanup polities by removing

Mrs. Lindbergh, who telephoned the 
news to her mother, Mrs. Dwight W. 
Morrow, at the Morrow home in En- 
glewood, N. J., was inside the house 
but was shielded carefully from news- 
papermen. 

A close friend of Mrs. Lindbergh 
said she was expecting another child 
within three months. 

The house glowed with lights. A 
butler appeared at the door, obviously 
distraught, but he, like his employer, 
refused to make a statement. 

The police, dashing pell-mell to the 
place, were delayed by the mud-soak- 
ed roads. It was an hour before they 
reached the house, which is perched 
amidst the Sourland hills, on the sec- 
ond highest eminence in New Jersey. 

At the Morrow home in Englewood, 
-it was said Mrs. Morrow had not de- 
cided ‘whether to leave at once to be 
with her daughter. 


The first police news of the crime 
came in the following blunt teletype 
message :

In Diagnosing Little Girl’s Malady

‘Almost a hundred members of 
Grady hospital’s visiting staff Tues- 
day night considered the case of 8&- 
year-old Daisy Waller. To many of 
them, her affliction—a painless mus- 
cular rigidity in body and limbs—is 
a strange one. To others it is not 
So strange, and to one—a leading 
Atlanta dermatolegist—it is obvious 
‘and more or less commonplace. 

e is a victim, said the derma- 
tologist, of schleroderma, which, ac- 
cording to a medical dictionary. is a 
chronic indurated skim disease.” “I 
think she could be sent home tomor- 
row and be none the worse off,” 
said he. 
| Other staff members, however, 
uestioned the positive diagnosis of 
the dermatologist. One suggested the 
condition probably developed from a 
spider bite; another hinted that it 
might be chronic tetanus: still an- 
other declared the symptoms tndicate 
“an acute progressive myositis ossi- 
ficans.”’ 

The latter diagnosis, it was explain- 
ed, has to do with inflammation of 


muscle tissues, which ultimately re- 
sults in the muscles turning to bone. 
The disease is a rare one, only 51 


cases having ever been reported, it 
Was said. 

In a review of the case given the 
staff by an interné it was revealed 
that little Daisy was admitted to the 
hospital February 5, after she had 
complained of a tenderness in her 
neck. Her temperature ‘ since that 
time has been virtually normal. She 
has experienced no pain, and eontrary 
to reports previously published, is able 
to walk around thé hospital ward, de- 
spite the rock-like rigidity in her 
muscles. 

The case, it was said Tuesday, will 
be presented Thursday night to the 
Fulton County Medical Association at 
the Academy of Medicine on’ Prescott 
street. 

The dermatologist whose definite 
diagnosis was’ given Tuesday night 
scored newspaper for having published 
details of the case. “It is regrettable 
that the papers should ‘whoop it up’ 
and convey the impression that lecal 
doctors know nothing, when in reality 
the case is a simple one,” he said.
